The  standardised  Birth  Rate  has  again  risen. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  reached  a new  low  level  - 7*88  per 
1000  live  births.  This  ismost  satisfactory. 

The  Stillbirth  Rate  has  also  shown  a very  gratifying  decrease  and  the 
Standardised  Death  Rate  has  fallen  to  9,60. 

There  have  been  no  significant  changes  in  the  causes  of  death.

Connections. 

99  connections  to  properties  were  made  during  the  year. 

Of  these  19  were  metered  supplies,  and  80  were  domestic  supplies. 

The  water  undertaking  was  taken  over  hy  the  East  Anglian  Water 
Company  from  1st  October,  1963*
